The report 
of the highway committee on the mat 
ter is as follows: 


" in compliance with the suggestions 
of numerous citizens and taxpayers of 
the borough of Gettysburg, the highway 
committee has investigated to some ex 
tent the question uf the permanent im ­ 
provement of the Through streets 
An 
engineer of recognized u h ih t)

matters was consulted by the commit­ 
tee and information obtained as to the 
comparative coat and stability 
of the 
several method® of p a v i n g 
The infor 
alation obtained on this subject may 
be summarized as follows: 


"A sphalt paving will coat from II M 
to $1 ho per square yard with a guar­ 
antee against repair® for a 
period of 
five year® 
It im estimated that thi® 
price could Tie obtained tor 
three or 
lour block® of paving. 
At this price 
a contractor could U* obtained who 
would agree to replace and repair dor 
mg the period of the guarantee all ex 
cavations made for drains, sewer, gas 
and water pipe® at a cost to the pro 
jserty owners not ixceeding the origi­ 
nal contract price per square yard. At 
a slightly increased price per square 
yard it is said that a contractor should 
guarantee the street aga inst repairs for 
a period of ten years.

The only advantage that this 
pavement

"In order to illustrate the cost of 
such paving the committee takes as an 
example that portion of Chambersburg 
street lying between the Centre Square 
and Washington street. 
This block 
is five hundred feet long and forty feet 
wide and contains 2,222 square yards 
At a cost of #1.60 (the maximum price) 
per square yard, the total cost of pav 
ing that block would be $3 UM* OO. 
"U nder the provisions of the Act of 
IOU, one third of this coat would he 
borne by the borough and two thirds 
by the abutting property owners.

A general discussion by the members

Square was referred to but an eatimat- 
ed cost of between $5,000 and $6 OOO.

Danger in Frosted Feed a 
Horses, as well hh other animala, are 
Uh hic to h*- affected by eating fronted 
grasses aud cornstalks. In the horse 
these are likely to cause Indigestion, 
and the food undergoes fermentation, 
causing gras to form, which results in 
wind colic, frequently causing death. 
The treatment for horses so affected 
is to give etch one quart of raw lin­ 
seed oil and two drams fluid extract of 
belladonna at ii dose and also to give 
one ounce aromatic spirits of ammonia 
In a pint of cold water at a dose every 
half hour until the animal is relieved. 
Injections of warm water and soap are 
useful. Frosted or musty feeds are Ii 
jurious to I orsea even lf they do not 
cause Indigestion and colic and should 
never be fed.
